Washington — (NC) —A strong 
confidence in the generosity of the 
nation’s Catholics “to respond to 
the pleas of suffering overseas” 
was > ~~ by Archbishop 
Francis P, Keough of Baltimore, 
chairman of the Administrative 
Board, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, when he announced the 
ninth annual Laetare Sunday 
appest will be held generally from 
February 25 to March 4. 

The Archbishop made the an- 
nouncement in a letter to Bishops 
of the country in which he extend- 
ed an invitation to all archdioceses 
and dioceses to participate in the 
campaign. Goal of the drive is 
$5,000,000 to support the activities 
of the two Catholic agencies oper- 
ating overseas—the Bishops’ Emer- 
gency Relief Committee and War 
Relief Services—N.C.W.C, 


The N.C.W.C. chairman said in 
his letter to the nation’s Cardinals, 
Archbishops and Bishops: r 


“The present world situation 
attaches great significance to the 
Bishops’ Relief Collection for 1951, 
which will be taken up in most dio- 
ceses on Laetare Sunday in accord- 
ance with the recommendation 
made at the recent annual meet- 
ing of the Hierarchy in Washing- 
ae 


“Since Ash Wednesday falls on 
February 7 and Laetare Sunday on 
March 4, we must begin our pre- 
parations for the Appeal much 
earlier than in any other previous 
year. Thus it is important to have 
the names of the Reverend Dio- 
cesan Directors sooner than usual 
so that plans for the Appeal can 
be properly formulated. 


“These plans, in accordance with 
previous successful procedure, will 
include regional meetings of the 
Diocesan Directors in January, the 
Collection in the schools through- 
out the country during Lent in 
those dioceses where it meets with 
the approval of the Most Reverend 
Ordinary, and, finally, the annual 
envelope collection with all its 
attendant. emphasis. 

“As Your Excellency knows, this 
Collection gives us an excellent 
opportunity to make known gen- 
erally the vast program of foreign 
relief and resettlement being car- 
ried on by our American Bishops.

Hungarian Christmas

Budapest —(NC)— A _ joint 
Christmas pastoral by the Hungar- 
ian Hierarchy read at all Christ- 


mas midnight Masses contained a 
stirring plea for prayers for peace. 


The Christmas pastoral had 


been preceded by several days by 
an extraordinary joint pastoral is- 
sued by the Bishops in response 
to the papal encyclical “Mirabile 
Illud.”

Had Leaders Listened To Church Three Wars Could Have Been Avoided 


A CAMPAIGN against Christian- 
ity itself, begun at the time of 
the French Revolution, and imi- 
tated at various times since in 
many countries, has not been 
rightly understood by the gener- 
ality. of — especially those of 
the English-speaking countries. 
They have regarded these. cam- 
paigns as directed against the 
Catholic Church alone, and there- 
fore, they have, in large part, 
either applauded them or shown an 
indifference towards them. 


The very fact that the leaders 
in these drives were professed in- 
fidels; that they ‘sometimes openly 
declared that their motive was to 
destroy the Christian Church; that 
atheistic professors in universities 
everywhere have been influenced 
by such campaigns to more aggres- 
ive hostility show that the ani- 
mus behind them was not solely 
anti-Catholic: but anti-Christian. 


But in every instance there was 
an unfavorable popular reaction in 
the countries affected, to the war 
on the Church. Shortly after the 
French Revolution Napoleon con- 
cluded a Concordat with Pope Pius 


After a term or two in office 
anti-clericals, whether in France, 
or Portugal, or Belgium, or other 
countries, were ousted from office, 
and a srevival of religion took place. 


In 1911 anti-clericalism pro- 
moted by occult societies was ram- 
pant simultaneously in France, 
Italy, Portugal, Belgium, and was 
followed by some countries of 
South America, but it was all 
short-lived. The chief effect it had 
in the interim was that it pre- 
pared the way for the irreligion 
which is basic to Communism. That 
explains why there are so many 
Communists in France and Italy 
today, and why Socialism took 
strong roots in Belgium, Austria, 
and even in Bavaria after World 
War I 


As in Russia and the countries 
controlled by her the first step|* 
taken was the removal of religion 
from the education of the child. 
Anti-Christianity was -openly 
taught in the schools. Marx, En- 
gels and later Hitler were repre- 
sented as replacing Christ as the 
potential Savior of mankind.

A whole year before this coun- 
try entered World War I Pope 
Benedict XV offered to mediate 
between Germany on the one side 
and England and France on the 
other.

Presi- 
dent Wilson was elected in 1916 
on the slogan “he kept us out of 
the war.” But one month after his 
inauguration he plunged us into the 
war, sent 3,000,000 American boys 
over to Europe to stop the Ger- 
mans in France; and in the fall of 
1918 settled with the Kaiser on 
practically the same terms that 
Pope Benedict had offered to ar- 
bitrate the’ case two years pre-

Claim That Vatican Approved 


‘Miracle Movi 

New York —(NC)—lIntimations 
that the Vatican had approved the 
film “The Miracle,” termed “blas- 
phemous” by City License Commis- 
sioner Edward C. McCaffrey, were 
denied in a cable sent to the Na- 
tional Legion of Decency here by 
Msgr. Galletti, Secretary of the 
Pontifical Fiim Commission in 
Rome. 

The message, which was released 
by Msgr. Walter P. Kellenberg, 
eo-Chancellor of the Archdiocese 
of New York, stated that the Ital- 
ian film was most emphatically 
condemned. It was further stated 
by Monsignor Galletti, as head of 
Centro Cattolico Cinematograph- 
ico, that the film is also condemned 
by that organization. The C.C.C. 
is the Catholic Action organization 
in Rome which reviews films on 
the basis of their moral qualities 
for all Italy. 

Last Sunday Francis Cardinal 
Spellman called on the nations 
26,000,000 Catholics to boycott 
Roberto Rossellini’s latest film. 

Urging them to stay away from 
theaters showing the controversial 
picture, the Cardimal said:

verse is full of good, no kernel 
of nourishing corn can come to 
him but through his toil.” 

Helen Keller, who, as you know, 
has been handicapped through life 
by blindness, furnishes an ex- 
ample of what one can do even 
under a serious handicap. On the 
subject about which we speak she 
once said: “We still have it in our 
power to rise above fears, imag- 
med and real, and to shoulder the 
great burdens which destiny has 
placed upon us.” 

Too many of our middle aged 
and elderly are turning to the 
psychiatrist rather than to relig- 
ion to find out what is wrong with 
them, and if the psychiatrist him- 
self happens to be wrong either 
in his analysis or in his first pre- 
mise, the patient will become worse 
off than ever. Young people can 
avoid such occasions by getting on 
the right track now. 

How often do we hear the words 
“With the help of God I can do 
this,” or “shall do it”? 

In Christ’s religion we have that 
help, the help of the Sacraments, 
which strengthen the will and 
which enable the intellectual to 
perceive the right. With their sup- 
port it becomes comparatively 
easy to overcome any fault what- 
soever. 

We devote too much time to the 
wrong kind of introspection. We 
nurse our imaginary helplessness

and thereby create a state of mind 
in relation to it. Our conclusion 
is “What’s the use?” More time 
should be devoted to the consider- 
ation that “with the aid of God 
all things are possible.” We need 
confidence’ in ourselves which en- 
genders hope and hope engenders 
action. We are so absorbed with 
the world that we do not under- 
stand it, do the least to improve it 
spiritually. 

This led the Italian Carlo Men- 
otti to say: “Hell begins on the 
day when. God grants us a clear 
vision of all that we might have 
achieved, of all the gifts that we 
have wasted, of all that we might 
have done which we did not do.” 

Religion, by calling our atten- 
tion to sins of omission as well 
as commission, stimulates us to 
devote some time every day to 
converse with our own conscience, 
which means converse with God. 
No believer in a hereafter needs 
to be told that every day should 
become eternally profitable by 
spiritual as well as material work. 


It is this thought and motive 
which have actuated the members 
of our religious teaching and nurs- 
ing communities to do their work 
for God as well as for their neigh- 
bor. They do the identical thing 
which the secular teacher and 
nurse do, but profit all the day 
long because of their higher, their 
supernatural motive.

We have an idea the day may come when they attempt to 
bluff their way through as having a great deal of familiarity 
with heaven’s royal family. “Oh yes, Jesus and I were the 


best of friends on earth...” 


“Hmmm, probably just picked the name up from a Sun- 
day hymn on the radio...” Saint Peter may say skeptically

Listen to men part on the bus 
when one of them gets off and 
leaves his friend behind him. 

See a couple of girls say good- 
bye on a corner, and give a final 
wave before departure. 


Hear what Mother says when 
her youngsters head off for_a 
party. (Only she isn’t just using 
a stock phrase; she means it.) 

And note casually how many 
times in the.course of the day it 
is said to you. 


For I think the phrase turns out 
to be our national greeting. It’s 
used much more frequertly than 
“Good-bye!” or the somewhat 
dated “So ‘long!” 

It’s used by those who intend 
to follcw their own advice and by 
those with no intention of doing 
so. It is said to those who are 
that way already and to those who 
are pretty hopeless. 

What is this national greeting 
of ours? 

Simply this: “Be good!” 

I had not noticed the phrase un- 
til just recently. Then of a sudden 
it fairly beat on my eardrums. [ 
noticed it for the first time when 
two slightly fuzzy men, soiled and 
unkempt, with the marks of a 
night’s hard drinking upon them 
sat before me on a bus. As one of 
them reached his destination, he 
managed to gain his feet, and sim- 
ultaneously these two specimens 
of the opposite lifted trembling 
hands and said in alcoholic voices, 
“Be good!” 


A pair of charmin young 
women were the next noticed 
using it. I judged from the unmist- 
akeable gayety of their apparel 
that they were dateward bound. 
One got off before the other, and 
as she did, the girl who remained 
on the bus said: “Be good!” to 
which the other with a slightly 
sophisticated smile answered, “You 
be good too!” 

I said a little prayer that they 
both, that particular evening, 
would take the advice so carelessly 
given. 

Now there is something basically 
sound about a nation which re- 
tains as its favorite greeting “Be 
good!” The French, I believe, say 
“Au revoir!” The English, at least 
in the comic books and motion 
pictures speed a friend on the way 
with “Cheerio!” That’s a nice 
happy greeting. Aviators gave us 
a new phrase that never quite 
caught, “Happy landing!” There 
is a certain hopeful note in the 
farewell, “Seeing you!” No one 
any longer uses the once familiar 
“See you in church!” That might 
have been good, had it not been 
used by obviously unchurchly 
people and in the most ironical 
possible sense. I like the friendly, 
‘Take care of yourself!” which is 
usually said by men; and it is men 
who gave us the quite unnecessary 
farewell, “Take it easy!” More 
than likely they were heading off 
for work themselves when they 
used that form of dismissal. I have 
wondered sometimes how employ- 
ers felt when their workmen sent 
one another to the job with the 
warning, “Take it easy!” 

Yet almost all forms of greet- 
ing are joined with the gracious 
and admonitory, “Be good!” “Bye- 
Bye! Be good!” “So long! Be 
good!” “Seeing you! Be good!” 
“Take it easy! Be good!” 

Altogether this is most encour- 
aging. 

Now if we could only take one 
further step; if in addition to say- 
ing “Be good!” when we leave a 
friend, we could only persuade the 
friend that we seriously meant 
what we said. If we sent a com- 
panion off for an evening with a 
greeting that was both a prayer 
and a wish. “Be good... at the 
party. . .out in the crowd of young 
people. . . as you drive that high- 
powered convertible.” ,

It 
has had diplomatic relations with 
the Stalin Government, who, of 
course, is the greatest dictator on 
earth and wants to be dictator over 
the whole world. It has diplomatic 
relations with Yugoslavia, the head 
of whose government is a merci- 
less dictator. But for five years it 
refused to recognize Franco of 
Spain who is only a nominal dic- 
tator, and who enjoys the confi- 
dence and support of most of the 
people. Hungary, which has a 
Communist government, had a free 
election immediately before Russia 
moved in, and the people voted 
84% anti-Communist, The people 
in Poland are at least 95% anti- 
Communist; and so are the people 
of Slovakia. Those in Hungary 
would number at least 85%. It is 
a little different in Yugoslavia, 
more than half of whose popula- 
tion belongs to the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church. Tito has not molested 
them much because the Orthodox 
Church has agreed to go along and, 
in so doing, became a traitor to 
Christ.

nations. We have had the notion 
that dollars would win them back, 
but our dollars are only making 
them dislike us the more, because 
they make them envious. 


Few nations in South America 
like us, but it is all our fault. 
Whenever we send emissaries to 
any of these countries we send 
them to deal with the politicians. 
Advance notice is given that our 
delegates are coming; they are 
met at the border by the politic- 
ians, who wine and dine them but 
never tell them the things they 
really should know. Bishops in 
any one of these countries, native 
to the country, who know both the 
people and the politicians, could 
been very helpful to our 
“good will emissaries.” 


Our Ambassador to Russia is not 
permitted to travel about Russia 
to learn the sentiments of the 
people. One of our recent Ambas- 
sadors to England told us that 
even when Wendell Wilkie visited 
London, he never got out of the 
hands of those who were deputed 
to receive him. He learned only 
the story which the “powers that 
be” wanted him to bring back to 
our nation.

The Catholic Church has never 
trusted Communist Russia, and, in 
the light of what has happened 
during this generation, it should 
be clear that she was right. Yet. 
religious prejudice has prevented 
any consultation with a Church 
which is supranational, which has 
no greater interest in one country 
than in another, which must, as 
Christ’s representative, reason and 
act objectively, with “justice” as 
its one guiding principle. 


We must give credit to Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Truman, who 
have tried to learn something of 
the Vatican mind by sending to it 
a special envoy, but anti-Catholic 
groups, year after year, passed 
resolutions and sent committees to 
these Presidents to have that con- 
tact discontinued. During the past 
month all Protestant clergymen 
have been circularized by the 
“Protestants and Other Americans 
United” to have telegrams and 
letters sent to the President and 
State Department requesting that 
no successor to Myron Taylor be 
appointed at the Vatican. They 
would rather see the United States 
deprived of much valuable war in- 
formation than have a listener at 
that post. 


Book Reviews

COMMENT on the following books has been limited to brief 


notes only for reasons of space. A topical division will, 
we hope, make the survey more helpful. 


The Good Duchess Joan of 
France, by Ann M. C, Forster, (P. 
J. Kenedy & Sons, New York, pp. 
177, $2.50); Jeanne of France by 
Duc deLouis Mirapoix (Longmans, 
Green and Co., New York, pp. 203, 
$3.50). St. Jeanne (or Joan), can- 
onized this very year, is of course 
the object of special interest. 
Second daughter of King Louis 
XI, she was a pawn in crude and 
cruel politics but her spiritual 
greatness saw her through her 
tribulations. She died as a nun in 
the community she herself founded, 
continuing meanwhile to rule her 
Duchy with prudence and charity. 

St. Ignatius of Loyola, by Paul 
Dudon, S.J. (translated by William 
Young, SJ.) (Bruce Publishing 
Company, Milwaukee, pp. 484, 
$5.00); Inigo de Loyola C Pedro 
Leturia, S.J. (translated by: Aloy- 
sius J. Owen, S.J.) (Le Moyne 
College Press, Syracuse, New York, 
pp. 209. $4.50). 

Pere Dudon’s work which ap- 
peared originally in French and 
has been recognized as outstanding 
is now presented to English read- 
ers. It is a full length biography 
and study of the saint. The work 
of Fr. Leturia, professor of Church 
History in the Gregorian Univer- 
sity, Rome, confines itself to the 
first period of the saint’s life, and 
is a thorough study of his remark- 
able conversion. 

For the general reader and for 
those who want rather introduc- 
tions to the lives of the saints, 
Frank J. Sheed has made available 
Saints Are Not Sad, a collection 


of sprightly enlightening lives of 
saints by outstanding authors 
(Sheed & Ward, New York, $3.75). 

Selden P. Delaney’s Married 
Saints illustrates the theme that 
sanctity may be attained in the 
married state as well as in the 
celibate life and provides interest- 
ing lives of married men and wo- 
men canonized by the Church or 
recognized traditionally as out- 
standing for sanctity, (Newman 
Press, pp. .338, $2.75). 

Fr. James Brodrick’s A Proces- 
sion of Saints (Longmans Green & 
Co., pp. 198, $3.00) brings together 
an unusual selection of English and 
Irish saints quite generally known 
only by name, one for each month 
in the year. Fr. Brodrick himself 
is an Irish scholar of repute, author 
of St. Peter Canisius and St. Rob- 
ert Bellarmino and studies in the 
history of the Jesuits. 

St. Frances de Chantal has been 
made the study of a popular hag- 
iographer, Fr. Hz. j. Heagney, 
whose name is already known as 
the author of Behold This Heart 
and numerous other books. Madame 
de Chantal (P. J. Kenedy & Sons, 
New York, pp. 285, $3.50) tells a 
story to portray a character and 
to paint a picture of a rich and 
variegated life.

The first revelation 


took place on May 13, 1917. 


It has been only in the last 


ten years that we American Catholics have become aware 


of it. 


Eight years ago I did a little 


booklet called “A Novena to Our 
Lady of the Rosary of Fatima.” 
God forgive us for our ignorance— 
but before that time we had never 
even heard of the marvels of 
Fatima. Today that little pam- 
phiet has reached the mark of 
more than 750,000 copies, distribut- 
ed and used widely in novena ser- 
vices throughout the country. 


The spread of devotion to Our 
Lady of Fatima is the brightest 
spot in the dull, dark world of to- 
day. There are a few hidden les- 
sons in the revelation, however, 
that many are liable to miss. Awed 
by the spectacular circumstances 
of the final vision, the deeper sig- 
nificance of the miracle might be 
overlooked. 


Would it come as a surprise to 
you if someone were to say the 
Blessed Mother told us very little 
that was new in her visitations at 
Fatima? 

Is this a new way of saving our 
souls ? 


Did she outline a new program | 
of Catholic Action against the 


enemies of democracy? 


Nazareth Lesson 


Substantially she really did not. | 


What the Blessed Mother did was 
to remind us, in a sweeping, spec- 
tacular way that we had been neg- 
lecting the old ways, warning us 
that if we did not make use of 
the means we already have, the 
world would suffer dire consequenc- 
es from that continued neglect. 

What are those old ways? What 
were they at Nazareth? Prayer 
and labor and humility and faith- 
ful family life. 

What was the revelation of 
Fatima? The Rosary—the family 
rosary—prayer—purity—the  sac- 
raments—the commandments. 
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The first lesson of Fatima can 
be found in Nazareth. Jesus, Mary 
and Joseph leading normal lives in 
a little town that was the back- 
woods of the world. They didn’t 
try to live up to the Joneses. 
They lived within their means. 
They did not have much but they 
made it do. They were not living 
just for this world. They kept 
their eyes on eternity. Prayer, 
honest labor, love of God and 
neighbor were as much of their 
everyday lives as the food on the 
table or the clothes they wore. 


Mary did not flit around Judea 
making spectacular appearances. 
She did leave us in the quiet life 
she lead at Nazareth a lasting ex- 
ample of home and community life 
that has never been equalled. 


She appeared at Fatima because 
the hearts of men had grown so 
cold, so hard and cruel that only 
by such a spiritual spectacle could 
the Mother of God wake them up 
to the frightful conditions of mod- 
ern life. 


It is no compliment to us that 
Mary came to Fatima. It is but a 
manifestation of God’s love, 
mercy and condescension for a very 
stupid race of human beings. 

There is another hidden lesson 
of universal application. The mes- 
sage of Fatima was definitely an 
answer to the challenge of Com- 
munism. 

But what was the origin of Com- 
munism? Was it not the veangeful 
reply of frustrated men to the ex- 
ploitation of working people?

The Church divides its year into 
two parts, centering about the 
birth and resurrection of Christ. 
The first part, the Cycle of Christ- 
mas, may be likened to a magnifi- 
cent drama in three acts. in which 
she portrays the Incarnation of 
the Word in three distinct ways. 
The sub-titles of these three acts 
are Season of Advent, Christmas- 
tide, and Time After Epiphany. 

In the first act, Advent, the 
Church portrays in her liturgy the 
great dogma of the Messiah by 
means of prophetic symbols and 
words. In the second act, Christ- 
mastide, she makes mankind see 
the birth of the God made man. 
This second act terminates on 
January 13, the last day of the 
Octave of the Epiphany. 


Today, January 14, the curtain 
immediately rises upon the third 
act of the great drama. This is 
called “Time After Epiphany.” 


This act continues until Septu- 
agesima Sunday. It is as a beauti- 
ful panorama unfolding week by 
week before one’s eyes. No longer 
is it the song of the angels, nor 
the star of the Magi, nor the voice 
of the Father or the appearance of 
the Holy Spirit, as at the baptism 
of Jesus. In this third act it is 
Christ Himself, the Divine Actor, 
who speaks and acts as God. Since 
the God-Man came to earth to cap- 
ture the submission of man’s mind 
and heart to His teaching, He first 
reveals to all His Divinity by His 
words and His acts. Thus are some 
of His miracles set forth in the 
liturgy of the second, third, and 
fourth Sundays after Epiphany, 
while in the remaining Sundays 
His divine doctrine is summarized 
in parables. 


The Scene Unfolds 


It was in Nazareth that Jesus 
spent most of the years of His 
hidden family life. It is likewise 
nearby that He begins His public 
life. Just a few hours’ walk north- 
east from Nazareth is Cana, where 
Christ at Mary’s request changed 
water into wine. This was His first 
public miracle. The next Sunday’s 
gospel presents two more miracles 
of Our Lord: His curing of the

The Symbol Of Hope

liturgical services. In the first act} 


it was the violet of the Advent 
season. In the second it was the 
white of Christmastide. Now in the 
third act, it is the green of the 
“Time After Epiphany.” 

The color of green in the litur- 
gy of the Church is used as the 
symbol of hope. In fact, green is 
the ruling color in nature. The 

n blade of grass emerging 
om the brown earth in early 
spring as well as the first shoots 
from bush and tree bespeak the 
hope of summer sun and autumn 
harvest. St. Paul says that he who 
ploughs, should plough in the hope 
of reaping fruits. In a similar 
fashion does the Church during 
this “Time After Epiphany” offer 
hope of a rich spiritual harvest by 
means of the doctrine of Christ 
which she sows as fertile seeds in 
the field of the Church. 


In order that these fresh shoots 
of hope may further one’s spiritu- 
al development and bring the soul 
to a rich harvest, it is imperative 
that each member of the family 
continues to live the life of the 
Church.

Linz, Austria —(NC)— Reports of the looting of Czech- 
oslovak churches and monasteries continue to be received 


here. 


Special “looting parties” of communist police have been 
at work in churches from which faithful priests were removed 
and in monasteries from which monks were deported. During 


the forced evacuation of monks to?- 


“concentration monasteries” by the 
communist police, trucks removing 
the monks were followed by other 
_ trucks taking away cases 
illed with Church property, such 
as objects of gold, paintings, vest- 
ments and china sets. ’ 


In Prague the Capuchins of the 
Loretto shrine had a treasure of 
specially high value, consisting of 
monstrances, chalices, ciboriums 
and vestments. Visitors at the 
shrine can view what is still called 
the Loretto treasure, but Catholics 
who have seen these treasures be- 
fore say that only a fraction of 
the treasure is on show now in 
glass cases. Furthermore, visitors 
must now pay a fee to the gov- 
ernment to view the treasure.

Of Korea Into Your Living Room

Oakland, Calif—(NC)—Room 8, 
Ward 66 B at Oak Knoll Naval 
Hospital, in the foothills of Ala- 
meda county, is not unlike any 
other hospital room you have visit- 


But it does far more than any 
screaming headline or arm-chair 
broadcast to bridge the 5,500 miles 
that separate the smug security of 
the continental U. 5S. from the 
frozen fields of slaughter in Korea. 
It brings home the nightmare of 
the bloody, arduous retreat to the 
beachhead with a sickening sudden- 
ness.

Nearly Killed Dec. 6 


It was at 10:30 m. on De- 
cember 6 outside of Kotori, on a 
narrow mountainous road south of 
the Chosin reservoir in North Ko- 
rea that murderous machine gun 
fire nearly crushed the life out of 
Navy Chaplain Cornelius J. Griffin, 
a native of Indianapolis, Ind., and 
a priest of the Tucson, Ariz, dio- 
cese, Father Gri a lieutena 
was i to the First Battalion, 
Seventh iment, First Marine 
Division, as the United Nations 
forces swept north in pursuit of 
the fleeing North Korean —— 
Then came the hammering ho 
of fully equipped Chinese commun- 
ists, vastly o ing the sur- 
ised U. N. forces and overrun- 
their lines in an wnequa) 


The First Marine Division sud- 
denly found itself encircled at the 
Chosin Reservoir with no choice 
but to fight its way south through 
the trap. At Higaru, in sub-zero 
weather, a devastating roadblock 
brought heavy casualties as the 
Seventh Marines slugged through 
on sheer courage. 

Father Griffin was in constant 
attendance in the ambulances, giv- 
ing the Last Rites to dying heroes.

“My clerk was killed as he lay 
alongside of me,” he said. “He was 
a 20-year-old grenadier and rifle- 
man assigned to cover me, one of 
the finest kids I ever knew, Ser- 
geant Matthew Caruso of Rocky 
Hill, Conn. He never left me, saved 
me I don’t know how many times 
and even covered me with his body. 
He died 20 minutes after I had 
given him Communion and just 
eight days before his wife gave 
birth to a baby.

First Mass In Year 


Father Griffin offered the first 
Mass in more than a year in St. 
Benedict’s Abbey in Tokwan, just 
outside of Wonsan, North Korea. 
The communists occupied the 
abbey in May, 1949. e recep- 
tion by the people was unbeliev- 
able, he recalled. 

“They fell all over me when they 

I was a priest and begged 
me to come and celebrate Mass,” 
he said. “Several hours after- 
wards I did—my first High Mass 
in the Navy. In that time more 
than 500 villagers had assembled 
at the Abbey. Lt. George Balzer 
of San Diego and Brother Pincer- 
tius, O.8.B., a Korean, lead a has- 
tily assembled choir of more than 
100 in the Gregorian music of the 
Mass. Nothing has ever sounded 
more beautiful to me. Practically

Wonsan, a city of 150,000, has 
2,000 Catholics, Father Griffin said. 
The young chaplain told how the 
jcommunists gutted the beautiful
